WASHINGTON, March 29. — 
Democratic National Headquar- 
ters were jubilant today over, the 
substantial margin by which Wil- 
liam G. Stigler, Democrat, won 


over Edwin C. Clark, Republican, 
in the’ special Congressional elec- 
tion yesterday in the Second Ok- 
lahoma District after a clear-cut 
campaign on Democratic and New 
Dea] issues. 

With only 19 of the eight-county | 
district's 331 precincts still unre- 
ported today, and those sparsely 
populated, Stigler led Clark by 
3727 votes. The count was: Stig- 
ler 21,405, Clark 17,678. 

Robert E. Hannegan of St. 
Louis, Democratic National Chairf- 
man, commenting on Stigler’s vic- 
tory said: 

“The myth of a nationwide 
Republican trend has been ex- 
ploded completely and _  deci- 
sively by voters in the Okla- 
homa Congressional Second Dis- 
trict. ... The election of Bill Stig- 
ler ig an indorsement by Oklahoma 
- woters of the record of the Demo- 
cratic administration in the con- 
duct of the war and is an expres- 
sion of confidence by them in the 
capacity for leadership provided 
by the Democratic party. 

“Tuesday results indicate con- 
clusively that the Republican 
party cannot expect preference on 
a negative program based only 
upon the complaints against nec- 
essary wartime restrictions.” :

Canned. Peas off Ration 
List—Low Meat Chart 
to Continue Through 
April 29. 


WASHINGTON, March 29 (AP). 
—Acting to free cold-storage space 
for meat, the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration announced today that 
all frozen fruits and vegetables 
may be purchased without ration 
stamps beginning Sunday. 

In line with the emergency 
move, prevailing low ration point 
values on all popular cuts of beef, 
pork, veal and lamb will continue 
in effect through April 29, while 
the ration cost of butter will stay 
at 16 points, —— 

In the processed foods category, 
canned peas are also made ration 
free, cut from a present value of 
three points for a No, 2 can. Car- 


‘rots in No. 2 cans are cut two 


points to a new value of three, 


while tomato juice in can sizes 
through 14 ounces, now requiring 
a range of two to five points, is 
reduced one point, 

Taken at the request of the War 
Food Administration, the action 
freeing all frozen fruits and veg- 
etables from rationing supple- 
ments earlier removal of point 
values from a limited number of 
such foods, Those going to a zero 
rating Sunday are: 

Apricots, blackberries, boysen- 
berries, cherries, currants, dew- 
berries, grapes, loganberries, 
olympic berries, peaches, rasp- 
berries, strawberries, youngberries, 
blueberries, elderberries, huckle- 
berries, mixed fruits, plums, cut 
corn, lima beans and peas. 


For meats, the principal excep- 
tions to general maintenance of 
the March points are types packed 
in tin or glass containers and 
certain ready-to-eat meats. Most 
of these items are reduced one or 
two points. 

Among canned fish varieties, 
sardines and mackerel are reduced 
four points, to eight points a 
pound, 


Other changes in the meats-fats 
chart reduce the point values on 
shortening and salad and cooking 
oils one point to a new value of 
four points a. pound, Cream, 
Neufchate] and creamed cottage 
cheese go up two points a pound, 
from 10 to 12 points. 

Lard continues at zero point 
rating and margarine remains at 
six points a pound, while fig and 
plum jams are assigned a zero 
point value, reduced from two 
points a pound because of heavy

“His attack on the 5,500,000 men 
and women in the fighting ranks 
of the CIO is based on fear. He 
fears the militant mobilization of 
the American working men and 
crucial year.

others of his stripe from the 
American political scene.” 

Others in CIO Assailed. 

To Hillman, chairman of the Po- 
litical Action Committee and head 
of one of the CIO’s most powerful 
unions, the Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers, the report devoted an en- 
tire chapter. Also singled out for 
separate chapters were Lee Press- 
man, CIO general counsel; Harry 
Bridges, head of the CIO Interna- 
tio Longshoremen's and Ware- 
housemen's Union; Joseph Curran,

Union of America; and other CIO 
and political action officials, 

The Dies committee emphasized 
that it did not “allege that Sidney 
Hillman is a Communist 
Communist sympathizer” but. said 
“there have been times when Hill- 
man clearly deemed it expedient 
to collaborate. with Communists 
for the attaining of his own po- 
litical objectives.” 

Pressman’s “associations with 
Communist-front organizations 
have been numerous,” the report 
commented, and “numerous wit- 
hesses have testified to Bridges’ 
affiliation with the Communist 
party of the United States.” 

Of Curran, the committee had 
this to say; “The National Mari- 
time Union of America, under 
Curran’s leadership ‘and domina- 
tion, has toed the Communist party 
line through all its changes in re- 
cent years.” 

The committee emphasized that 
it did not “challenge for one mo- 
ment the right of organized labor 
to engage in political campaigns 
within the limits of the. statutes 
which govern such activity,” nor 
did it intend to criticise “the legi- 
timate activities of organized 
labor.” 

Fund by “Tyrannical Taxation.” 

By Hillman’s own admission, the 
report said, the political Action 
Committee expects to raise and 
spend two million dollars in this 
year’s elections, with CIO unions 
— majority of which it said 
“have an entrenched Communist 
leadership”—contributing a large 
part of the total.

Automobile brakes screeched as 
drivers pulled to a stop and joined 
pedestrians in the scramble; some 
stood with hands in air trying to 
catch the money. 

When McLean finished empty- 
ing the money from a bank bag, 
500 persons were jammed in the 
street, milling about beneath the 
window.

NEW YORK, March 29 (AP).— 
A conversation between two wom- 
en who had received his marriage 
proposals led to the arrest today 
of Roger Lewis Gardner, wanted 
by Los Angeles police for ques- 
tioning in the “gardenia murder” 
on a golf course there last sum- 
mer, Agent E, E. Conroy of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
said today, : 

Conroy described Gardner as a 
man of many aliases, an imper- 
sonator, swindler and philanderer, 
adding that he was charged with 
crimes ranging from grand -lar- 
ceny to bigamy. He is to be ar- 
raigned today before a United 
States Commissioner as a fugitive 
on charges of impersonating Gov- 
ernment officials. 

Gardner had obtained $1500 in 
cash from one of the women who 
provided the tip-off to authorities, 
Conroy said, declining to identify 
either woman or to give details 
of incidents leading to the man’s 
arrest in a fashionable midtown 
apartment, 

The “*. B. IL said Gardner, a 
25-year-old Lexington (Ky.) resi- 
dent, had passed himself off at 
various times as an F. B, I. man, 
OPA investigator, War Depart- 
ment agent and Federal attorney. 

He has been convicted of nu- 
merous crimes, the F. B. I. said, 
and had married more than nine 
women without obtaining divorces 
from any. 

In Los Angeles last July 27 Mrs. 
Ora Murray's nude body was 
found oh the golf course, a crushed 
gardenia beneath it, She had 
been beaten to death, Los:

“Paul” before her body was fourid, 

Investigation disclosed this man 
also was known as Grant Wyett 
Terry, under Federal investiga- 
tion for posing as an attorney for 
the War Department’s lands divi- 
sion. 

A thumbprint of Terry’s on a 
driver’s license application 
checked with that of Gardner in 
the F. B. I. files. 

Yesterday, the F. B. I. said, a 
report was received here that a 
man describing himself as Donald 
Douglas, a Federal attorney, had 
obtained $1500 from two women. 
Photographs of Gafdner were 
identified and agents seized him. 

The F. B. I. also charged that 
Gardner had wives in Passaic, 
N. J., Lexington and Williamston, 
Ky., Okmulgee, Ok., St. Louis, 
New Orleans, La., Alamagordo, 
N. M., Indianapolis, Ind., and New- 
ton Upper Falls, Mass,

NEIGHBORHOOD’S 
SHRINE HONORS 
1500 IN SERVICE

Residents of the Sarah street- 
Kennerly avenue neighborhood 
were looking with pride today at 
the $5000 red granite, twin-tow- 
ered shrine to the community’s 
1500 members of the armed forces 
that was nearing completion at 
2637 North Sarah street. | 

The memorial is to be known 
as Army Engineers Castle Gates, 
taking its name from the insigne 
of Army Engineers Corps. The 
name was suggested by the Rev. 
Edward P. Ryan, pastor of St. 
Matthew’s Catholic Church, 2700 
North Sarah, who was struck by 
the architectural possibilities of 
the emblem. Although the proj- 
ect is sponsored by the St. Mat- 
thew’s Chapter of American War 
Dads, it is non-denominational 
and contributions to the fund 
came from virtually all residents 
of the neighborhood, which has 
four other churches. 

The shrine, which is 35 feet wide 
and 25 feet in height, is to con- 
tain nine stained glass windows, 
eight honoring various branches 
of military service, and the ninth 
bearing a life-size portrait of 
Christ. The names of the com- 
munity’s men and women in serv- 
ice will be on a roll of honor. The 
community’s war dead will be hon- 
ored by a bronze plaque.

GHURGHILL SEEKS 
GUNFIDENGE VOTE 
AFTER DEFEAT ON 
DOMESTIC ISSUE 


He Tells Commons Gov- 
ernment Cannot Ac- 
cept Rebuff on Educa- 
tion Bill — Chamber 
Cheers Him. 


LONDON, March 29 (AP).—To 
the cheers of the House of Com- 
mons, Prime Minister Churchill 


today bluntly demanded its sup- 
port all down the line for his Goy- 
ernment’s program and called for 
a vote of confidence, staking his 
war leadership on the single issue 
ge amendment to an education 

Taking up the challenge posed 
by a ore-vote defeat last night, 
the Prime- Minister declined to dis- 
tinguish between a domestic prob- 
lem and the basic issue of the 
Government’s leadership. 

At the next sitting of Commons, 
he said, an amendment providing 
for equal pay for men and. women 
teachers—vwritten in by a vote of 
117 to 116 over the Government’s 
objection—will be stricken out by 
the Government and “this act of 
deletion will be regarded as a vote 
of confidence in the present ad- 
ministration, If the Government 
does not secure an adequate ma- 
jority (supporting deletion of the 
amendment) it will entail the us- 
ual constitutional consequences.” 

These are the resignation of the 
Government and the formation of 
a new Cabinet. (British censor- 
ship doeg not permit correspon- 
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urchill’s Attitude, 
To suggestions that the ame 
ment in no way involved lack ‘of, 
confidence, Churchill declared: 

“T cannot attempt to control the 
activities of members. I can mere- 
ly offer them some suggestions as 
to the consequences which may 
attend their actions. Certainly we 
cannot go on to the present basis 
of a Government which has been 
defeated, after the language used 
from this bench, and into the very 
great tasks that lie immediately 
in front of us,” ’ 

He was interrupted often by 
cheers and once—when he de- 
clared “it really is impossible to 
distinguish between a vote on do- 
mestic policy and a vote on the 
general policy of the war in this 
country”—by some cries of “rub- 


bish.” 
Tackles Issue at Once. 
When he stalked into Commons 
today, Churchill turned immedi- 
ately to the teacher wage issue 
and declared:

Not Weapons, But “Guts, Push, 
Speed and Surprise” Win Wars 

He Contends, Citing Civil War. 

WITH CHINESE TROOPS IN 
NORTHERN BURMA, March 29 
(AP).—Lt. Gen. Joseph W. Stil- 
well says wars are won “not with 
weapons, but with guts, push, 
speed and surprise.” 

Stilwell, who has soldiered 43 of 
his 61 years, believes most troops: 
in this day. and age carry too 
much equipment. “They violate 
one of the fundamental principles 
of warfare—simplicity,” he says. 

He recalls how Union and Con- 
federate soldiers in the Civil War 
“fought all over the states with 
only one blanket, one rifle, some 
ammunition and a pouch—the 
latter for personal stuff, such as 
stolen apples.”

PATTERSEN URGES 
WAR JOB OR LABOR 
DRAFT FOR 4-F' 


Suggests to House Com- 
mittee National Service 
Act for Rejected Men, 
18 to 37.

WASHINGTON, March 29 (AP) 
—Under Secretary of War Robert 
P. Patterson told» the House Mili- 
tary Committee today the time 
had arrived for 3,500,000 4-F's be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 37 to be 
assigned to essential industry or 
to be inducted into the Army in 
labor battalions. 

“We face an actual danger,” 
Patterson said as the committee 
continued its study of the man 
power situation. “It seems quite 
plain that some method of con- 
trolling the utilization of 4-Fs in 
essential war work more exten- 
sively than under existing prac- 
tice would promote the winning of 
the war.” 

One method to utilize the 4-Fs, 
he explained, would be by enact- 
ment of national service legisla- 
tion applicable to men between 18 
and 37 who have been classified 
as physically disqualified to per- 
form militgry service. He said as- 
signment such mén to essential 
activities could be under control 
of a director of national service. 

“Another method would be by 
extension of the present Selective 
Service mechanism,” he gaid. 
“The 4-F's in war activity or other 
essential activity would be given 
occupational deferments and would 
remain .as before. The 4-Fs not 
in war activity or other essential 
activity and found by the local 
boards to be qualified for such 
activity would be inducted and 
placed in the enlisted reserve.” 

As the need for additional work- 
ers in an essential activity be- 
came evident, he explained, the 
men assigned to the enlisted re- 
serve would be directed by local 
boards to take employment in 
such activity, retaining their civil- 
ian status and receiving the wages 
and “other ordinary incidents of 
civilian employment.” 

Men directed into essential em- 
ployment and refusing to go, he 
declared, “would be called by the 
Army to active military service 


ALLIES LAND MORE 
TROOPS AT ANZIO, 
PARIS RADIO SAYS 


Gurkhas Give Up Hang- 
man’s Hill and New 
Zealanders Withdraw 
From Another Height. 


LONDON, March 29 (AP). — 
The Paris radio said tonight that 
the Allies had landed “consider- 
able” reinforcements at the Anzio 
beachhead in Italy, including 
heavy artillery and armor, for a 
new offensive. 

Commentator Jean Paquis add- 
ed that. the offensive “is expected 
to be preceded by a powerful air 
assault.” 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
NAPLES, March 29 (AP).—Indian 
Gurkha troops who had clung 
stubbornly to Hangman’s Hill, an 
exposed knob just below the peak 
of Monastery Hill overlooking 
Cassino, have been withdrawn, 
headquarters disclosed today as 
violent artillery and mortar duels 
thundered in and around the town. 

At the same time Allied photo- 
graphic interpreters reported that 
medium bombers had cut all the 
rail lines from Northern Italy to 
the German frontline area. 

Hangman’s Hill had been occu- 
pied by the Gurkha troops for 
nearly two weeks, and they could 
be fed and supplied sufficiently 
only by air. Withdrawal of New 
Zealanders from Hill 202 on the 
slopes of Monastery Hill also was 
disclosed. 

The strategic importance of the 
two features was lost when the 
general offensive against Cassino 
failed to dislodge the Germans, it 
was explained. 

This, plus the difficulties of re- 
moving the wounded and bringing 
airborne supplies made continued 
retention of the high ground val- 
ueless, headquarters officers said. 

Allied heavy guns laid down a 
barrage on German positions in 
the vicinity of the strongly de- 
fended Continental Hotel, smash- 
ng a German troop concentration 
forming near the ruins of the 
hostelry. German multi-barrel 
runs, with tank artillery support- 
ing, hammered at Hill 193. 

French troops also smashed an-

Kolomea fell in a “bold maneu- 
ver by tank formations and infan- 
try,” Stalin said, describing it as 
an “important strongpoint in the 
German defenses at the foothills 
of the Carpathians.”  . 

Trunk Railway Severed. 

The capture of Kolomea and the 
Russian entry into Czernowitz, 
both on the double-tracked Lwow- 
Bucharest railway, cut the last 
direct connection between German 
bases in Poland and Germany and 
the German southern Army in the 
Ukraine and Bessarabia. The 
Bucharest-Lwow line was the last 
railway east of the Carpathians 
open to German use and the Nazis 
“eet now fF reuitous lines 
through Hungary and Rumania to 
feed their southern front. 

Kolomea, a former provincial 
capital in the southern part of old 
Poland, had a population of about 
40,000 before the war. It was cap- 
tured by elements of Marshall 
Gregory K. Zhukov's First Ukran- 
jan Army. This also was the 
army which entered Czernowitz. 

The communique also ant- 
nounced the capture of Khliopo- 
kovtsy and Staraya Ushita, two 
district centers of the Kamenets 
Podolsk region and Sehareny, Sin- 
gari and Kotyuzhany, all district 
centers of the Soviet Moldavian 
Republic. 

Push on Odessa. 

Meanwhile, to the southeast, the 
Third Ukrainian Army of Gen 
Rodion Y. Malinovsky pushed 
across the plains of the Southern 
Ukraine toward the Black Sea 
port of Odessa from captured 
Nikolaev. 


» In Bessarabia, a Soviet com- 


munique said, units of Marshal 
Ivan S. Koney’s Second Ukrainian 
Army were within eight miles of 
the Odessa-Tiraspol-Iasi railroad, 
last principal escape rail artery 
from the Odessa area. 

Kovel in Danger. 

The Berlin radio last night in- 
dicated that the First Ukraine 
Army had encircled Kovel, 170 
miles from Warsaw in the east- 
central part of old Poland.

Civic Committee Speaks 
Its Mind: as Occasion 
Requires Through Its

BALTIMORE, Md., March 29.— 
Baltimore, with a public school 
system that operates in two sep- 
arate and distinct divisions, one 
for white and the other for Negro 
children on all levels of educa- 
tion, has been under the success- 
ful control of Mayor-appointed 
boards of School Commissioners 
since 1899. 

These boards which, according 
to specific provisions of the city 
charter, must be free of political 
and religious influences and di- 
vorced from city hall interfer- 
ence, have been so fruitful of 
beneficial results that membership 
is considered a distinction and 
accepted readily by men and 
women of high caliber. 

Because of decades of general 
interest in the public schools of 
the city, the boards have been 
rightly considered a major factor 
in municipal government and, as 
such, have been held to strict ac- 
countability by a public whose 
vigilance in school affairs has 
been rarely relaxed. — 

Politicians Rebuffed. 

There have been times through 
the years when mayors and politi- 
cians have attempted to intrude 
politically or to dictate policies to 
boards, but public clamor has had 
its effect. Moreover, when boards 
themselves have shown tendencies 
to digress from established 
policies and rules, community up- 
roars of protests have frequently, 
but not always, compelled boards 
to reconsider their actions. 

Consequently, Mayors have hesi- 
tated to appoint to the School 
Board persons. whose integrity, 
ability and standing in the com- 
munity might be questioned. Any 
Mayor resorting to political ma- 
nipulation in School Board ap- 
pointments would bring down 
upon himself the wrath of the pub- 
lic and press, which, in the end, 
are the controlling factors in keep- 
ing both the board and politicians, 
as far as schoo] affairs are con- 
cerned, in line. 

No mayoralty candidate presents 
a campaign platform to the electo- 
rate without a plank giving’ assur- 
ance that he will not interfere 
with the activities of the public 
schools or of the Sthool Board. 
Furthermore, every mayoralty 
candidate and every Mayor has 
been cognizant of the influence of 
the more than 3000 independent- 
minded teachers in the school sys- 
tem and the damage they could do 
any politician who might try to 
enforce his will upon them, direct- 
ly or indirectly. 

These teachers have their own 
organization, the Public School 
Teachers’ Association, which on 
occasion has openly. fought the 
Mayor and politicians when: the 
teachers thought they had over- 
stepped the bounds of propriety. 

Civic Group Setup. 

Moreover, there was organized 
many years ago a public school 
association composed of civic- 
minded. citizens interested in the 
welfare of the schools with an ex- 
ecutive secretary, Mrs. William 
Bauernschmidt, who never fails, 
when she thinks the occasion re- 
quires, to speak her mind either 
on the public platform or the ra- 
dio. She is feared by politicians 
but she has no fear of them; Until 
recently, she attended al] School 
Board meetings, at some of which 


she lectured the board when she: 


thought it remiss in its duties. 

Until 1899 Baltimore’s school 

boards were political footballs. 
The City Council elected a mem- 
ber from each ward of the city. 
The result was obvious. Teachers 
and administrative personnel nev- 
er were sure of their positions 
from one year to another. They 
owed their posts, in large meas- 
ure, to influence with ward execu- 
tives or with attaches at the city 
hall. 
Finally, during the administra- 
tion of a Mayor Thomas G. Hayes, 
in 1899, the city charter was re- 
vised. Because of public discon- 
tent and of Hayes’ determination 
to rid the school of political dom- 
ination, there was included in the 
charter a provision for a new sys- 
tem of school control. 

The charter provided and stil) 
provides for a rotating school 
bard of nine members, including 
the president, selected from the 
city at large and appointed in 
groups of threes for terms of six 
years. The charter stipulates they 
must be appointed without polit- 
ical or religious bias and without 
regard to their religious or polit- 
ical affiliations. However, the first 
six months of terms are probation- 
ary periods during which the 
Mayor may remove new members 
without cause. 

Complete Autonomy. 

The board has complete auton- 
omy over its administrative and 
financial affairs. It is answerable 
to nobody in the municipal gov- 
ernment, not even the Board of 
Estimates which approves the an- 
nual city budget. 

A recent example proves the 
case. Last fall the school board 
increased the salary of the Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction 
by $2000. The Board of Estimates 
reduced the salary to its original

Counts — Defense 
Sought to Kill Charges 
on Technicality. 


LOS ANGELES, March 29 (AP). 
—Charlie Chaplin's attorney failed 
today in his effort to. have two 
Mann Act charges against the 
actor dismissed. 

United States District Judge J. 
F. T. O'Connor denied Defense 
Attorney Jerry Gliesler’s motion 
for a directed verdict of acquittal 


on both counts—one based on a 
trip to New York in 1942 by Joan 
Berry, Chaplin’s former protegee, 
and the other on the, return to 
Beverly Hills. 

The Court's ruling as to the sec- 
ond count was “without preju- 
dice,” leaving the way open for 
Giesler to renew the dismissal 
motion with preference to that 
charge. . 

It came after Gieslér, in answer- 
ing the arguments of United States 
Attorney Charles H. Carr in op- 
position to a dismissal, had de- 
clared the evidence showed Chap- 
lin did not have relations. with 
Miss Berry following her return 
from New York until after she 
had made a trip to Tulsa, Ok., and 
came back. 

Argument by Prosecutor. 

“There was a contract in exist- 
ence,” Carr said. “Whether Chap- 
lin intended to make a picture 
and whether he was sincere in 
saying that he wanted to make 
a star of her—those things go 
into the realm of collateral mat- 
ters. 

“On Sept. 26, after she had asked 
him many times to send her to 
New York, he said: ‘Would you be 
surprised if I let you go?’ 

“What was the purpose of Chap- 
lin letting her go at that time? 
He was breaking her contract. He 
had refused all along to let her 
go. Now he was going back to 
New York to make a speech and 
he said: ‘I want you to be near 


“She had been near him a long 
time in Los Angeles. The jury 
might draw the conclusion that it 
was for*he same purpose that he 
wanted her near him on. the trip. 

“There is a little key that I 
think will unlock the lock. 

“In December, 1942, he told her 
he was going to rehabilitate her. 
He put her on $25 a week if she 
would move over to the studio 
club on ‘condition that you don’t 
bother me and only see me when 
I want to see you.’

Testimony of Butler, 

The motion for the directed ver- 
dict was made late yesterday 
after Chaplin’s butler, Edward 
Chaney, testifying for the prosecu- 
tion, had said Chaplin had admit- 
ted within his hearing that he had 
engaged in intimacies both in New 
York and in Beverly Hills with 
Miss Berry. 

Giesler did not deny that the 
alleged act had occurred in New 
York, “For theepurposes of our 
argument,” he told the Court, 
“you must assume that the act 
took place.” 

He argued that the relationship 
between Miss Berry, 24 years old, 
and Chaplin, who is 30 years old- 
er, could have been pursued “un- 
disturbed, indefinitely and any- 
where,” and did not necessitate a

The bills make no change tn the 
existing provisions for absentee 
voting by civilians, Under consti- 
tutional provisions abséntee voting 
by civilians is limited to those who 
are absent from their homes but 
still within the State on election 
day. 
Provisions of Bills, 


As passed by the Senate, with- 
the bills permit a 
period of at least 79 days for 
sending a primary election ab- 
sentee ballot to a serviceman and 
return of the ballot to local elec- 
tion officials by 6 p. m. on the 
day following the election. 

As to general. elections the bills 
provide a period of at least 69 
days for sending an absentee bal- 
lot to the applicant and its return 
to election officials. 

Under present laws the maxi- 
mum period for applying for send- 
ing.and return of an absentee bal- 
lot, for persons in military serv- 
ice, is 31 days. : 


Filing Date Change. 


One proposed change affects all 
candidates for party nominations 
in a state-wide primary.

COAL MAN, AS ODT OFFICIAL, 
RENEWS SMOKE LAW ATTACK 


Schleifer Asks if Ordnance Can Be Suspended 
for Duration—Mayor to Call Meetings, 
Trip to Washington Possible. 


Fred A. Schleifer, Associate Di- 
rector of the Division of Railway 
Transport, Office of Defense 
Transportation, has renewed, in 
his official position at Washing- 
ton, the attack on the St. Louis 
city smoke ordinance which he 
made two years ago as traffic 
manager of the Franklin County 
Coal Co., in Southern Illinois, and 
chairman of the Midwest Ship- 
pers’ Advisory Board in Chicago. 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann re- 
a letter today from 
Schleifer, on ODT stationery, ask- 
ing his view as to “the possibility 
of suspending the ordinance for 
the duration.” The letter to the 
Mayor was in milder terms than 
Schieifer’s statement of June 


1942, which attacked the St. Louis. 


measure as a “dictator ordinance,” 
and which caused James L. Ford 
Jr. chairman of the Citizens’ 
Smoke Elimination Committee, to 
ask whether Schleifer spoke as “a 
patriot, a transportation man or 
a coal dealer.” 

The Mayor said he would call 
a meeting of the Smoke Elimina- 
tion Committee and of the Citi- 
zens’ Wartime Fuel Committee, of 
which Roscoe C. Hobbs is chair- 
man, and that “a trip to Washing- 
ton” might follow, It is recognized 
that the recent death of Joseph 
B. Eastman, ODT director, who 
believed it possible to supply this 
city with smokeless fuel without 
disrupting the transportation sys- 
tem, may have changed the situa- 


‘tion at Washingégon. 


Terminal Violations. 

The Mayor. received, at the same 
time, a reply to his request that 
the City Counselor’s office inves- 
tigate admitted violations of the 
smoke ordinance by the Terminal 
Railroad Association, and advise 
op whether prosecutions should 
be instituted. City Counselor Jo- 
seph F. Holland, in his reply, 
stated that, from May, 1938, to 
last January, 4245 violations of the 
ordinance by railroads had been 
reported, and no court prosecu- 
tions instituted. 

It was stated that the railroads 
had been improving their compli- 
ance through that time, and that 
the enforcement policy ‘toward 
them, as toward industries and in- 
dividuals, was not to prosecute 
when a continuing effort for im- 
provement was made. The Coun- 
selor recommended that no pros- 
ecution be now undertaken for 
past violations by the roads. 

Letter to The Mayor. 

Schleifer, in his letter to the 
Mayor, said as to the suggested 
suspension of the ordinance: 

“I believe that, if such action is 
taken by you, it will not be neces- 
sary for Federal agencies to in- 
voke their authority, and your 
people will be in a position to buy 


what they please from whom they 
please, in keeping with the best 
principles of the American free 
enterprise system.” 

Schleifer said his request was 


made because of the effect of the: 


city ordinance on transportat'on 
conditions. The ordinance pro- 
hibits use of Illinois smoky coal, 
except where stokers or other me- 
chanical devices are installed, and 
forbids the sale to and use by 
those not so equipped, of any high 
volatile coal, thus requiring the 
use of fuel shipped from West 
Virginia, Arkansas and other 
fields more distant than those of 
Southern Illinois. 

He said the Solid Fuels’ Ad- 
ministration in Washington esti- 
mated that there would be a 20- 
million-ton deficiency of coal in 
the 1944-45 heating season, and 
that this made it necessary to take 
steps against a transportation fail- 
ure as to the supply which will 
be available. 

“While Federal agencies are re- 
luctant to take any action,” 
Schleifer wrote, “the Solid Fuels 
Administration of War and the 
ODT could prohibit movement of 
coal from distant origins. 

“In view of the anticipated na- 
tional coal deficiency, we fear it 
will be extremely difficult to sup- 
ply St. Louis with coal this year.” 

Number of Smoke Palls. 

Schleifer cited the fact that 
“municipalities: adjacent to St. 
Louis” have modified their smoke 
ordinances for the duration, “for 
the purpose of. co-operating whole- 
heartedly in conserving coal and 
transportation.” He said also that, 
“according to St. Louis news- 
papers,” the number. of smoke 
palls officially reported has been 
little reduced since the ordinance 
has been in effect, and suggests 
that, “if this is true, apparently 
the ordinance has not accomp- 
lished its purpose, 

As the Post-Dispatch and oth- 
er newspapers have pointed out, 
the old-time smoke nuisance has 
not existed since enforcement of 
the ordinance. 

The City Counselor’s communi- 
cation .to the Mayor, as to Ter- 
minal and other railroad viola- 
tions of the smoke ordinance, was 
based on reports of the Smoke 
Commission, setting forth that the 
railroads had a compliance record 
of 97 per cent, as compared with a 
record of 66 per cent by industry. 

“The courts have been a last 
resort,” the Smoke Department 
was quoted as stating. “As long 
as a railroad, an individual or a 
private citizen showed willingness 
to improve his condition and his 
boiler plant, we did not file in 
court against him. Only when he

If you were in a quiz contest and 
were asked, “‘Name the raw mate- 
rials out of which whiskey is 
made,”’ I am afraid there would 
no “pay-off’’ if you did not include 
“barrels” in your answer. 

The barrel is more than a con- 
tainer for storing whiskey. It con- 
tributes definite flavor elements to 
the whiskey. In the distilling busi- 
ness, these are known as “extrac- 
tives.” 

A great deal of study is t on 
barrels in a modern distillery be- 
cause there are so many variables 
in wood—so little uniformity. For 
instance, barrels whose staves were 
made from oak grown on the top 
of a ridge differ greatly from those 
made from oak grown on the middle 
aoe — il or “3 the bottoms. 

arious degrees of exposure to 
winds, amount of sunshine, water 
difference in soil composition, all 
have an effect on the character- 
istics of plant life. So the ingredi- 
ents extracted by the whiskey 
from the wood have variable 
flavor characteristics.

TO DIRECT GOVERNMENT OF 


FRANCE OPPOSED BY ALLIES 


Roosevelt Proposals Being Considered by 
British War Cabinet — Other Countries 
Disturbed, Have Been Promised Adminis- 
tration of Their Own Liberated Areas.

RESIDENT ROOSEVELT’S draft of counterproposals for deal- 
ing with the administration of liberated areas in France is now 
being considered by the British War Cabinet. 


It threatens to 


be one of the most embarrassing issues raised between Britain and 
the United States since that of North African policy. 

There is not the slightest doubt but that the British Government 
has made up its mind that the administration of liberated areas in 
France and the task of reforming the new French Government must 


be entrusted to the Algiers committee and Gen, 


Charles de Gaulle. 


It was in this sense that the British forwarded the plan to Wash- 


ington. 


President Roosevelt's counterproposal, received after many 


weeks of delay, would seem to leave the matter entirely up to Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, as indicated in these columns on March 22. 
It is reported that Eisenhower protested against this, 


Ambassador John G. Win- 

Gen. Eisenhower are re- 
ported to have previously ap- 
proved the British plan, which 
favored acceptance of the French 
committee at Algiers as the pro- 
visional administration of French 
liberated areas for a specified 
period, 

Yesterday the London News 
Chronicle, commenting editorially 
on the reports of Eisenhower's 
protest, called it timely and re- 
minded that a General's job is 
to command armies, 

“Moreover, it is grossly unfair 
to Francé to suggest that our 
political relations with liberated 
France can be worked out hand- 
to-mouth by the Allies’ comman- 
der in chief. They must be care- 
fully thought out beforehand by 
the British and United States 
governments. Any attempt to by- 
pass the (French National) Com- 
mittee can only lay up unending 
trouble in the future,” that news- 
paper said. 

The News Chronicle attitude is 
a fair reflection of the thinking 
in informed quarters. It is a 
newspaper which up to this has 
always taken a sorhewhat violent 
anti-De Gaulle stand. 


Other Allies Disturbed. 

Today, the News Chronicle's dip- 
Jomatic correspondent describes 
the dilemma which President 
Roosevelt's proposals have created 
for the British and the unfortu- 
nate reactions of other Allied 
governments. Other Allied gov- 
ernments are disturbed at the dis- 
crimination of the Americans 
against the French, inasmuch as 
it has been agreed that the Bel- 
gians, Dutch and Norwegians will 
be permitted to administer their 
own territories, asking for and re- 
ceiving as much help as they re- 
quire from the Allied “civil af- 
fairs” body, formerly the AMG. 

The News Chronicle points out 
that the British must either risk 
alienating French good will, with 
all that that implies for future 
Anglo-French relations, or offend- 
ing President Roosevelt and creat- 
ing friction between the United 
States and Britain. The corre- 
spondent concludes: 

“The whole business is another 
unfortunate example of the ap- 
parent inability of.the two gov- 
ernments to co-ordinate their for- 
eign policies as successfully as 
they have their military strat- 
egy.”

COMMONS CHEERS AS EDEN

LONDON, March 29 (AP).

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‘Big 3 Must 
‘Assure Future 
Peace---Eden 


Common Set of Prin- 
ciples Necessary to 
Co-operation, Sec- 
retary Says. 


LONDON, March 29 (AP), 

REAT BRITAIN, the United 
States and Russia—and . pos- 
sibly France—must share the 
responsibility for the preservation 
of the coming peace and must 
have the principal voice “in de- 
ciding any action. taken in the 
general interest,” says Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden. 

Every country will have an op- 
portunity to be heard in interna- 
tional discussions, he told the 
Free Church Federal Council yes- 
terday, but he asserted that the 
first problem “is to secure and 
maintain co-operation of the great 
powers,” which “can only be done 
if we have some common purpose, 
some common set of principles.” 

Even after the principles have 
been agreed on, problems of their 
application will require “daily con- 
tinuous consultation” among the 
big three, Eden said. 


‘Duties Must Vary.’ 


“Every state must have the right 
to make its voice heard in dis- 
cussions of means by which we 
are to arrive at our common ends,” 
he said, adding: 

“But let us admit that, : al- 
though all states are equal in 
status, they are not equal in pow- 
er and consequently their duties 
must vary. Responsibility for the 
preservation of peace must fall in 
the first instance on the powers 
which signed the Moscow declara- 
tion and I hope also on France, 
when, as we all trust, without 
long delay she resumes her place 
among the great powers .. .” 

“When it comes to deciding ac- 
tion, which only certain states by 
their military power are in a po- 
sition to effectively take, we can- 
not simply count heads,” he con- 
tinued. “Great powers have, and 
must have, special responsibilities 
in the field of security. This does 
not mean there will be a dicta- 
torship of the great powers; every 
free nation will have a responsi- 
bility for peace and its own con- 
tribution to it.” 


Three Purposes. 

Eden warned that permanent 
peace entailed not only political 
and military security, but “eco- 
nomic and social well being, and 
in this respect, too, the United 
Nations are working out a prer 
tical policy.” 

He said the Moscow and ‘Te- 
heran conferences accepted that 
the “world community would be 
composed of a number of inde- 
pendent states. We have to find 
a way by which all these separate 
units, each with its own history 
and aspirations, can work to- 
gether for purposes so indispens- 
able to them all.” 

“These purposes,” he said, “may 
be described as peace, freedom 
and welfare.” 

He pleaded for patience and 
perseverance in the job of “heal- 
ing the scars of the German oc- 
cupation.” 


EISENHOWER VISITS

There have been innumerable in- 
terpretations. ‘They have ranged 
from the point of view expressed 
by some that the step taken had 
no especial significance—as if po- 
litical moves made by Stalin at 
this time could ever be without 
significance—to the opinion that 
the Soviet Government has now 
shown its intention of dominating 
Europe. 


The fact that this decision of 
the Soviet Government should 
have been taken at all seems to 
me to demand far more serious 
heart-searchings on our part than 
the precise reasons which may 
have lain behind it. For it is un- 
mistakable proof, if aliditional 
proof were needed, that the major 
members of the United Nations 
have not yet achieved unity on the 
political front. I¢ is now officially 
admitted by this Government that 
the Soviet Government neither 
consulted it nor informed the 
Mediterranean Advisory Commis- 
sion before taking this action. 


A Serious Situation.

/sontinuing council of high policy- 
making officials, through which 
they could have kept in_ the 
closest contact at all times. It 
was equally important for them 
to try to reach agreements cov- 
ering the more serious problems 
as rapidly as possible and not to 
postpone such an attempt until 
after the common victory. - 


The chances for coming to such 
understandings were greater in 
the earlier stages of the war. The 
stupendous successes of the Soviet 
armies in Eastern Europe and the 
constantly increasing resentment 
aroused in Russia by the delay in 
the creation of the Second Front, 
however fully that delay is justi- 
fied by reason of our own military 
preparations, have increased the 
conviction of the Soviet Union 
that its political and territorial 
aspirations are wholly justified. 
Every month that has passed has 
crystallized more firmly the views 
of each of the three major powers 
concerning issues on which they 
disagree. 

The President has personally 


attempted to find solutions for 
some of these questions and has 
achieved a measure of success 
which is not yet fully recognized 
in his meetings with the heads of 
the other great powers. But the 
President cannot often attend such 
conferences in person. Such rare 
meetings, immensely valuable as 
they have been, do not offer the

States Ambassador Norman Armour in an off-the-record discussion 
of the international situation with a group of Argentine newspaper 


men, 

The dispatches to both news- 
papers said Perlinger did not men- 
tion Armour by name, but that 
he made it obvious to whom he 
referred, 

The Interior Minister also was 
said to have assailed the war 


aims of the United States and 
Great Britain and to have pre- 
dicted that all of the present bel- 
ligerents would soon unite to fight 
Russia. 

The New York Times said Ar- 
gentine newspapermen who heard 
Perlinger described the interview 
this way: 

“Perlinger, who spoke with en- 
ergy and severity, referred to the 
Argentine international situation, 
He affirmed that he whs neither 
a Nazi nor a Fiscist but an Ar- 
gentinean, and said he was 
‘against all those foreigners who 
had the presumption to say that 
Argentina did not know where she 
was going.’ 

“‘We do know,’ he said. ‘We 
know that this war is not being 
fought for liberty but for other 
things which we must later be pre- 
pared to accept. It is not possible, 
therefore, that we should continue 

smiling at the Ambassador of a 
certain country that refuses to 
maintain relations with us who 
are masters of our house, That is 
not possible, and I myself am the 
first to look with an angry face 
at that gentleman; and all Ar- 
gentineans should do the same 
thing’.” 

The Times said 
believed to be a ‘political and 
personal rival of War Minister 
Col, Juan Peron, and observers 
predict that a showdown between 
them cannot long be deferred.” 

The Herald Tribune’s dispatch 
said FPerlinger’s remarks were 
“considered an invitation to Ar 
mour to leave the country.

“Adolf Hitler's old red herring.”

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Russia lind Ouvechion 


We came here with hope and determina- 
tion. We leave here friends in fact, in spirit, 
and in purpose. 

Those are the closing sentences of the Teheran 
Declaration signed: “Roosevelt, Stalin, Churchill.” 
It was this declaration which said also: “We 
express our determination that our nations shall 
work together in the war and in the peace that 
will follow.” ; 

Just exactly what happened at Teheran th 
public does not know; it wag willing, yes, eager 
to accept the Teheran Declaration as meaning 
what it said, as meaning that the United States, 
Britain and Russia had threshed out common 
problems and had come to an amicable agree- 
ment. : 

Yet since Teheran various disturbing actions 
have been taken by Soviet Russia that hardly 
seem in keeping with a friendship in fact, in 
spirit, and in purpose, 

No doubt the United States and Britain, too, 
have annoyeg and disappointed Soviet Russia, 
It is clear, for example, that Russia has long 
regarded with impatience the delay in opening 
the second front. There seems to have.been a 
misunderstanding about the division of the Ital- 
jan fleet. Russia is known to be sensitive to 
criticism over her claims on the Baltic states and 
Eastern Poland. We think those claims are 
strong ones. 

In any case, whatever deplorable differences 
may exist. among the three great Allies, whose 
unity is vital for the making of war and the 
making of peace, it is time to consider them 
openly and candidly. 

We think it is a service to the cause of unity 
to tell the Russian people and the Russian Gov- 
ernment that some recent occurrences have been 
disturbing to the American people. 

Last January, Pravda published in its 
rumor column a report from its Cairo corre- 
spondent to the effect that two British personal- 
ities had discussed a separate peace with German 
Foreign Minister von Ribbentrop somewhere on 
the Iberian peninsula, The report ended with 
the following insinuating statement: 


The meeting had the aim of finding out 
the conditions of a separate peace with the 
Germans. It igs understood the meeting did 
not remain without results. 


The questionable source of this dispatch (ru- 
mors of all kinds are rife in Cairo) added to 
the wonderment that it should be published in 
the official Communist party newspaper. 

If the Soviet Government actually felt it could 
not trust its Western allies, would it have pro- 
ceeded in this strange fashion to express dis- 
trust? The publication caused consternation 
among the people of Russia, and indignation in 
the United States and Britain. 

Why and for what purpose was the good faith 
and determination of Britain so questioned? 

In February came the attack upon the Vatti- 
can in the official Soviet Government newspaper, 
Izvestia, which asserted that the Vatican foreign 
policy has disillusioned Catholics and has “earned 
the hatred and contempt of the Italian masses 
for supporting Fascism.” 

Then, in. March, came the announcement that 
Stalin bad recognized the discredited govern- 
ment of Victor Emmanuel and Badoglio. It is 
hard to reconcile this action, which came with- 


out consulting the British and American govern- 


ments, with the attack on the Vatican. 

If the Vatican attack was made in the sup- 
posed interest of the Italian people, the Badoglio 
recognition was a bitter blow to liberty-loving 
Italians, who despise the Duke of Addis Ababa 
and the little King. 

We repeat that such occurrences as these dis- 
turb Americans. They tend to impair the unity 
which is so desperately needed to win the war 
and to fashion the peace. They “tend to cause 
Americans to regard Russia with suspicion and, 
in turn, to interpret her attitude as one of sus- 
picion toward Britain and the United States. 

Under the circumstances, we think it is good 
for Americans to tell Russians exactly how we 
feel and to encourage equal candor on the Rus- 


sians’ part. The nettle should be grasped firmly. :

The possibilities in a conversation between 
a person who speaks Basic English but not 
English, and a person who speaks English but 
not Basic English, hadn’t seemed obvious and 
delightful until the governments-in-exile rejected 
Basic yesterday.

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The Brakes Must Stay On 

OPA Administrator Chester Bowles, and now 
Secretary Stimson, have stated the price-con- 
trol cage before the Senate Banking Committee, 
Their plea is for a year’s extension of the in- 
flation brakes beyond June 30, but each makes a 
point of reminding Congress that the brakes must

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A Trend Is Snapped 


If the Republican candidate in Oklahoma's

It enables flyers, 
seamen, artillerymen and anti-aircraft crews to 
overcome fog or darkness or distance with equal 
ease. It came into being when Dr. Taylor and his 
associates, experimenting with radio 22 years 
ago, found that the waves were deflected by 
distant objects. They overcame the apathy and 
inertia of their superiors, and applied their dis- 
covery to perfect the modern radio detection de- 
vice that has proved of such tremendous value. 

These two men deserve the honors of their 
country for serving it with high distinction, 
There are others, too, working in secluded labora- 
tories today, whose achievements will be recog- 


nized when all the scientific secrets of this war: 


can be told. 
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New Drive for Press Subsidy 


The drive for a press subsidy is on again, now 
that the House Ways and Meang Committee has 
had a change of heart, after pigeonholing the 
Bankhead bill, and has reported out a revised 
version. This orders the Treasury to spend from 
$12,500,000 to $15,000,000 a year to advertise war 
bonds in newspapers published in cities with a 
population of 25,000 or less, 


Opposition to the new move to revive the 
measure may be expected from those who have 


previously opposed the plan—Secretary Morgen- 
thau, Elmer Davis, advertising men and metro- 
politan newspapers. Senator Truman of Mis- 
souri has already come out against it, with the 
statement that freedom of the press would be en- 
dangered “if Government bureaucrats were sud- 
denly entrusted with huge sums to be spent fo 
this purpose.” . 
Freedom of the press and the confidence of 
readers are the most cherished possessions of 
American newspapers, large and small, Both 
would be jeopardized by this subsidy proposal.

Challenge of delinquency among youth must be met by adult 
America, writes head of FBI; old causes have been accelerated by 
dislocations of wartime; parents must be assisted by co-ordination of 
all community facilities to give young people needed leadership,

Desperately in need of help, a Midwest 
mother recently appealed to me. She wrote 
in part: “My 16-year-old son, one of mil- 
lions of restless youth, has become defiant, 
disobedient, disrespectful and generally dis- 
regards advice and authority from parents 
and teachers.” 


In the last few months, I have read hun- 
dreds of similar appeals, but this one 
seemed to epitomize all that has been said 
and written concerning the wartime prob- 
ems of young people, This mother’s words 
were almost pathetic—harbingers of trying 
days to come unless we take measures now 
to help our boys and girls through this 
critical time. 


The seriousness of wartime crime among 
young people can be seen in each day's 
newspaper stories of youthful misadven- 
tures, running the gamut from lurid ‘sex 
crimes to vicious acts of vandalism amount- 
ing to actual sabotage. 


Admittedly, the chuses of this situation 
are not new, but they have been accen- 
tuated many times over by the changed 
conditions brought on by the war. Juve. 
nile crime flourishes where the home ties 
have been weakened by divorce, separa- 
tion, the desertion of a parent or the ig- 
norance, carelessness or indifference of 
fathers and mothers. Our homes are not 
the sanctuaries of family life they once 
were, 


Youth’s Craving for Action 


The real trouble today comes In those in- 
stances where youngsters are not content 
with merely “playing” soldier or war and 
turn to more dangerous pursuits, 


That craving for action and assumed 
fearlessness is one reason why “muggings” 
have become prevalent, where an assailant 
slips behind a victim, throws a stout cord 
around his neck and chokes him; it has a 
great deal to do with the motivation in 
those cases where mere children have 
boldly robbed adults. 


Recently I received an anonymous letter 
from a number of youngsters which un- 
doubtedly represents the feelings of many 
of our girls today. They wrote, “We are 
a group of girls who are 13% and 14 years 
old ... You have written about service 
men picking girls up at night and we feel 
that the reason for this is that these girls, 
‘like ourselves, are very bored because they 
‘have no chance to meet boys and have 
fun.” The letter goes on to suggest that 
a “date bureau,” supervised by adults, be 
established for boys and girls between the 
ages of 12 and 18 to provide relaxation and 
stop girls from roaming the streets. 


Adult Attention Is Needed 


Whether or not we agree with the solu- 


tion these girls suggest, certainly it hurls 
a challenge to adult America to cast aside 
its apathetic attitude and give youth a help- 
ing hand. Our wandering girls, boy sabo- 
teurs and thrill seekers are all children of 
the war, crying for adult attention. 


What can be done? The answer is neither 
mysterious nor difficult, Juvenile delin. 
quency must be met in the home and in 
the community. All persons who bear the 
blessed title of “parent” have the personal 
responsibility to see that their children are 
growing up fully appreciative of the rights 
of God and their fellow-men, 


This does not mean merely a sharp repri- 


mand now and then, It means that fa- 
thers and mothers‘on an hour-to-hour basis 
must be constantly alert to their children’s 
activities. 


Parents, however, cannot do the whole 
job. Thty must be backed up by effective 
community co-operation. This has been 
recognized by many, and in recent months 
more.and more cities and towns have put 
into effect programs to help children and 
parents as well; This movement must be 
continued, 


Problem of Workers’ Children 


With parents carrying added war bur- 
dens, there is a greater need today than 
ever before for such worthwhile projects 
as day centers for the children of work- 
ing mothers, health clinics and, perhaps 
most important of all, educational courses 
for adults in home-making and child wel- 
fare, 


Greater emphasis must be placed also on 
vocational and recreational programs run 
for youth and by youth. Many cities have 
claimed great success with “youth centers” 
and “teen towns.” Others, however, have 
been slow in getting. such helpful activi- 
ties started. 


How a particular community should go 
about getting an ‘effective, co-operative pro- 
gram under way will depend, of course, on 
the actual conditions with which it must 
cope. Certainly the various social agencies 
in the average community are already 
working along the right lines. What is 
needed now more than anything else is 
leadership to co-ordinate the efforts of our 
schools, churches, child bureaus, civic 
groups and youth-serving organizations so 
as to avoid duplication of work and achieve 
maximum effectiveness, 


An Opportunity for Service 


It is undoubtedly true that many of 
our former youth leaders are away from 
home serving in the war effort, but this 
is no justification for shelving youth pro- 
grams for the duration. There are in- 
numerable men and women, such as ex- 
service men and war workers, who are 
anxious to help out in their spare time, 
The war has taught us how to make the 
best of what we have on hand in many 
ways. Let us in this same spirit organ- 
ize our available community facilities to 
give our youngsters the chance they de- 
serve. ) 

Finally, don’t count out law enforcement, 
Local police departments are closer to 
crime conditions in the various commu- 
nities than other social agencies. Any suc- 
cessful crime prevention program must 
provide for the effective co-operation of 
the police. 

From coast to coast youth is having 
its fling. As the good mother who wrote to 
me stated, youth is “restless’”—caught in 
the surging tides of war. Just as we are 
steadily winning the fight on other fronts, 
so also can a determined America take 
care of its “war .children,” and insure a 
strong citizenry for tomorrow. We must 
not fail in this task.

There’s more life 

for the living of it in the country than most 

city cliff-dwellers ever contemplate. 

These four little volumes are a blueprint 
for taking life in the country and making 
the most of it. They can be recommended 
to dreamers and to doers. 

Mr. Johnston writes of the fun of work- 
ing with wood, clay, metals, stone and color 
and offers “recipes & secrets of the crafts 
now first published.” He explains in a 
preface, with the solemnity of a David 
Grayson, why this manuscript should be. 

He is a doer, an artist and a dreamer. 
He sets about rebuilding old houses and 
quarreling with those who patch such 


‘places with modern mill-sawed lumber in- 


stead of restoring the artistry of origina? 
craftsmanship. For anyone who likes to 
work with his hands, this is a volume of 
accurate detail. 

A veteran of fields and streams such as 
Arthur Wallace Peach disdains so com- 
monplace a thing as a preface and gives 
his reader “The Password” into a “friendly 
guide and instructive compendium of suc- 
cessful methods of taking fish and game 
in rural: regions, with some comments on 
fishing and hunting as a way to wisdom, 
and now and then a tall tale.” By the way 
».. ever catch a hoopajooba or an ouana- 
niche? One of them is a fish, 


“The Country Cook Book,” perhaps the 
only humorous book of recipes on record, 
tella what to do with a hoopajooba or an 
ouananiche, ahould the squire bring one 
home, But don’t get the wrong idea. The 
book, never prosaic, is entirely practical. 

Parsley, say the authors, is good but 
tiresome. They then lead on into the mys 
teries of pickling radish seed pods, making 
Rosemary soup (Rosemary, that’s for re- 
membrance), roasting porcupines (what a 
boon to ration-harassed housewives), and 
flavoring jelly with geraniums. As for 
French thistles, there’s a recipe for them, 
too, though the farmer would much rather 
know what to do with Canadian thisties. 

When day is done, nothing quite se 
completely tops the lusty country routine 
as a romp on the dance floor. The chant 
of the barn-dance caller, like that of the 
tobacco auctioneer, makes sense when re- 
duced to slow motion, Cold type in a book 
does that to it. 

The authors hail the country dance as 
the éssence of the Four Freedoms at work 
and nominate it as “the first crocus in the 
recovery of civilization from its self-poison- 
ing.” So, every other couple down the 
outside and back. Swing your partner. 
Alemande left and promenade.

The Atlantic Charter 


I 


T is indeed most necessary, as Mr. Churchill has just told the 
House of Commons, that the Atlantic Charter should be clarified, 
Many questions have arisen under it which weigh heavily on the 


consciences of honest men. Because there has been no way of obtain- 
ing an authoritative interpretation in concrete cases, the charter is 
tending to become an instrument of disunion and of demoralization. 


Yet it was intended to be the 
eharter of a good and lasting 
peace. It can still be that, but 
only if the nations which signed 
it have the candor and the moral 
resolution to clarify it. 

The Atlantic Charter is a decla- 
ration of eight principles made by 
President Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Churchill on Aug. 14, 
1941. Four and a half months lat- 
er, on Jan, 1, 1942, it was embodied 
in what is known as “a joint dec- 
laration by the United Nations” 
and is an organic part of the grand 
alliance for the conduct of the war 
and for the making of peace. 
There is no doubt that the Atlan- 
tic Charter is a solemn agreenient 
duly signed and sealed. 


A Matter of Interpretation. 


The eight general principles are 
not, however, always self-evident, 
and men, even the men who wrote 
them, and the men who subscribed 
to them, may and do differ hon- 
estly as to how in certain cases 
they, are to be interpreted and 
applied. This is no cause for dis- 
may or embarrassment. Any 
code of conduct, the Ten Com- 
mandments, the Bill of Rights, 
Wilson's Fourteen Points, has to 
be interpreted continually if it is 
to be applied to all concrete cases 
as they arise. 

There are already a fair number 
of, such concrete cases where an 
interpretation of the Atlantic 
Charter is needed but none is to 
be had. Some of these cases have 
been posed by governments, others 
by responsible but private citizens 
in the course of the discussion of 
the settlement of the war. 

Here are a few cases which call 
for an interpretation of the 
charter. Many more will arise as 
we come nearer to the actual set- 
tlement of the war. 


Problem of Pacific Islands. 


1. Though the United States has 
as yet made no formal claim, there 
will be every disposition to claim 
the annexation of the Pacific 
islands obtained by Japan under 
a mandate from the League of Na- 
tions. If we ask for these islands, 
are we violating the first principle 
of the charter, which says that we 
“seek” no aggrandizement, terri- 
torial or otherwise? 

If we obtain title to these islands, 
shall we have violated also the 
second principle of the charter, 
which says that we “desire to see 
no territorial changes that do not 
accord with the freely expressed 
wishes of the people concerned”? 
Who are the people concerned? 
Are they the natives on the islands 
and how do they freely express 
their wishes? 

2. It has frequently been said, 
and the Chinese generally believe, 
that in accord with the charter it 
is the obligation of Great Britain 
to surrender Hongkong. What 
principle of the charter can be in- 
voked to alter a title validated 
long before the charter was adopt- 
ed? Can the inhabitants of Hong- 
kong be transferred from British 
to Chinese sovereignty without 
first ascertaining their “freely ex- 
pressed wishes” ” 


3. Do the principles of the char- 


ter apply to our enemies? It has 
been said in the British Parlia- 
ment that they do not. The char- 
ter is certainly not a compact with 
our enemies. But is it not a com- 
pact binding our own consciences? 
Most of us will believe that it is. 
But we believe also that prior to 
the unconditional surrender of 
their enemies, the United Nations 
have the right to amend the char- 
ter, formally and avowedly. 

If this is the correct view, then 
is it not advisable to make a for- 
mal declaration of amendment no 
later than in the armistice terms 
imposed at the time of uncondi- 
tional surrender? Otherwise, it 
may be impossible without violat- 
ing the charter and being put 
morally on the defensive by our 
enemies to create an adequately 
strong Poland or even to police 
Germany against her rearmament. 


The Russo-Polish Dispute. 


4. The question raised by the 
Soviet-Polish territorial dispute is, 
it seems to_me, whether the char- 
ter is retro From the Rus- 
sian point of view, the disputed 
territory has been legally a part 
of the Soviet Union since Nov. 3, 
1939. If Poland can appeal to the 
charter against Russia, can 
Czechoslovakia appeal to the 
charter against Poland over 
Teschen? The Russian seizure of 
Eastern Poland, the Polish seiz- 
ure of Teschen both took place 
before the adoption or even the 
declaration of the Atlantic Char- 
ter. Since Russia and Poland were 
both allowed to sign it without 
reservations, can the charter be 
invoked retroactively? 


If the charter is retroactive for 
more than two years in the case 
of Eastern Poland and more than 
three years in the case of Tesch- 
en, then how far back into his- 
tory is the charter retroactive and 
what .other territorial settlements 
can be reopened under it? 


Muddle Must Be Clarified. _ 


These four cases demonstrate 
how necessary it is to clarify the 
charter. On the one hand, its 
principles would seem to stop the 
United Nations from making any 
territorial changes in their own 
favor. For even if under the sec- 
ond principle the inhabitants of a 
territory freely expressed their de- 
sire to be annexed, under the first 
principle of seeking no territorial 
aggrandizement of any kind, their 
adherence would have to be re- 
fused. This is obyiously a muddle 
which must be cleared up. 

On the other hand, though the 
charter forbids territorial changes 
of any kind after Jan. 1, 1942 (ex- 
cept, absurdly enough, in favor of 
our enemiés because they are not 


bound by it), if it is interpreted 


retroactively it can be used to re- 
open all the territorial settlements 
made before Jan. 1, 1942. This 
contradiction would free the fu- 
ture and unfreeze the whole past. 

Yet the charter is a solemn 
commitment which we cannot 
evade and must not wish to evade. 
We shall, therefore, have to clarify 


it, interpret it and probably amend | 


it.

COURT HEARING URGED 
ON LEE SCHOOL REPORT 


Public Education Ass’n Says 
Charges Reflect on 
the Board. 


f 


A Circuit Court hearing of 
charges made by James J. Lee, 
former Comptroller of the Board 
of Education, that the board’s 
antipatronage rule has boeen 
violated and that there has been 
mismanagement in two depart- 
ments of the school system, was 
recommended last night by the 
Public Education Association. 

In a forma] statement the asso- 
ciation, made up of representatives 
of organizations interested in 
school affairs, said that “these 
charges seriously reflect on the 
integrity of the Board of Educa- 
tion as a whole and weaken the 
faith and confidence of the citi- 


zenry in the administration of our 
system of public education.” 

“In fairness to the general pub- 
lic,” the statement continued, 
“and to the school children and 
members of the board, these 
charges should be fully investi- 
gated and passed upon by the Cir- 
cuit Court of St: Louis, which, by 
law, is given ‘exclusive jurisdic- 
tion over the board,” 

The matter can be taken to Cir- 
cuit Court, the statement said, at 
the instance of any member or 
officer of the Board of Education 
or of any 10 citizens, and “in 
order that the charges be proven 
or found false it appears to be 
the duty of either one of the in- 
dividuals or a group of 10 citi- 
zens to make such possible.” 

The association stated it was 
not instituting a suit as an asso- 
ciation or attempting to pass on 
the truth or falsity of Lee’s 
charges. W. Stanley Stuart, presi- 
dent of the association, said how- 
ever that further consideration 
would be given to a possible suit 
and to Lee’s report at a meeting 
of the association’s board of di- 
rectors to be led next week. 

The directors also will consider, 
following a motion made last 
night, the widely discussed plan 
for reforming the administration 
of the school system.

TOP MOUNT EVEREST 


Reported to Be in Sinkiang 
Province—Pilot Plans More 
Accurate Check. 


NEW YORK, March 29.—In_a 
special radio broadcast from a 
United States air base in China, 
Brooks Atkinson, a correspondent 
of the New York Times, reports 
a mountain that may be higher 
than Mount Everest, in the Hi- 
malayas, 29,000 feet, which long 
has been officially accounted the 
top of the world. 

Atkinson says an American 
flyer, off his course somewhere 
north of Tinghsiang, in Sinkiang 
province of Western China, found 
himself paralleling the side of a

DIES SAYS PEOPLE

STEPHEN'B. LEACOCK DIES; 
HUMORIST AND ECONOMIST 


TORONTO, March 29 (AP)- 
Stephen Butler Leacock, Canadian — 
humorist and economist, died last 
night after an illness of several 
weeks.

of the much-discussed Saudi-Ara- 
bian pipeline might involve the 
United States in some future war or 
international difficulties, caution 
must be exercised before under- 
taking the project, Paul Ryan of 
Cleveland, postwar readjustment 
committee chairman of the Petro- 
leum Industry War Council, told 
200 oil men attending the thirty- 
second annual meeting of the 
Western Petroleum Refiners’ As- 
sociation yesterday at Hotel Jef- 
ferson. 

Ryan said there is much more 
of a “supply of politics” than a 
supply of oil behind the move to 
construct the pipeline now. He 


pointed out that, although the 
pipeline could be built and oper- 
ated, the question of the its ac- 
cessibility depended upon the Med- 
iterranean always being in Amer- 
ican or in friendly hands. A pipe- 
line which loops with existing lines 
is preferable to a new one iso- 
lated from others, he suggested. 

_. It is up to the oil industry, Ryan 
asserted, to decide when the time 
is right to build a pipeline and 
that time must be determined in 
terms of markets which do not 
exist at the present time. 

If any action is to be taken now 
by oilmen, he continued, they 
should ‘urge Congress to cancel 
the contracts made by the Petro- 
leum Reserves Corporation with 
three oil companies to purchase 
the oi] they could supply from the 
Middle Hast. 

More 100-Octane Gasoline. 

Bruce K. Brown, assistant dep- 
uty administrator for the Petro- 
leum Administration for War, 
earlier told the meeting that it 
was expected that production of 
100-octane gasoline would be in- 
creased by one-third within 60 
days. Brown recommended that 
refineries co-operate and space 
their shutdowns and send work- 
ers to make the most of limited 
manpower. 

Crude oil shortage in the Mid- 
west was attributed to “the vision- 
ary projects of theorists,” in the 
address of C. L. Henderson of 
Wichita, Kan., president of the as- 
sociation. 

Henderson, head of the Vickers 
Petroleum Co., said Government 
officials could have lessened or 
avoided the shortage if they had 
“relied more heavily on sound ad- 
vice, for authorization of a rea- 
sonable advance in the price of 
erude, and an accompanying in- 
crease in the price of refined prod- 


ucts.” , 
Estimates on Production. 

W. W. Vandeveer, director in 
charge of the Petroleum Adminis- 
tration for War in District 2, with 
offices in Chicago, gave an esti- 
mate of production in 1944 at one 
billion 620 million barrels, and of 
the demand for petroleum prod- 
ucts in 1944 at one billion 800 mil- 
lion barrels. He said some relief 
would be afforded by the Little 
Big Inch pipeline and by crude 
in storage in the West Texas field. 
Because of increased demands of 
war production, he predicted that 
the supply situation would not be 
easier.

They'd stay and deal with the Ger- 
mans while we were blasting their 
towns to bits, and those who sur- 
vived would stay and deal with us 
when the town changed hands and 
the Germans began showering the 
shme death and destruction back 
upon us. The ties of a man’s 
home are sinewy and strong, and 
something that even war can hard- 
ly break. 

But in Anzio and Nettuno the 
expensive villas are deserted—the 
swanky furniture wrapped in bur- 
lap and stored all in one room or 
two. The little hovels are empty 
also, and so are the stores. Scarce- 
ly a door or a window with whole 
shutters remains. There is no 
such thing as a store or shop in 
business today in these two towns. 

When our troops first came 
they found things intact and un- 
damaged, but @he Germans 
changed that. Little by little, 
day by day, these cities have be- 
come eroded and torn from the 
shells and bombs of the enemy. 

It has happened slowly. The 
Germans shell spasmodically. 
Hours will go by without a single 
shell coming in, and then all of 


a sudden a couple of shells will 
smack the water just offshore. 
A few buildings will go down, | 
or the corners fly off some ot— 
them. One day’s damage is al- | 
most negligible. But it is cumula-| 
tive, and after a couple of weeks 
you realize that less of the city is 
left whole than two weeks previ- 

ously. 

Today you can’t walk half a 
block without finding a building 
half crumpled to the ground. Be- 
tween breakfast and lunch the 
building next to the mess where 
we eat was-demolished, One man 
was killed, and our cook’s arm 
was broken. 

The sidewalks have shell holes 
im them. Engineers repair new 
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es 
holes in the streets. Military 
police who direct auto traffic oc- 
casionally are killed at their 
posts. 

Broken steel girders lie across 
the sidewalks. Marble ~ statues 
fall in littered patios. Trees are 
uprooted, and the’ splattered mud 
upon*them dries and turns. to 
gray. Wreckage is washed up on 
shore. Everywhere there is rubble 
and mud and broken wire. 


Shelling Has Little Effect. 


ET this German shelling and 

bombing has had only ,the 

tiniest percentage of effect on 
our movement of supplies and 
troops into the beachhead. One 
day of bad weather actually 
harms us more than a month of 
German shelling. 

It ig a thrilling thing to see an 
LST pull anchor when its turn 
comes, and drive right into the 
harbor despite shells all around. 
And it is thrilling, too, to see the 
incessant hurry-hurry-hurry of 
the supply trucks: through the 
streets all day and all night de- 
spite anything and everything. 

From all indications we are 
supplying our troops even better 
by sea than the Germans are sup- 
plying theirs by land.

O long as cocoa is more easily 
S obtainable than chocolate, it is 

a good plan to learn how to 
substitute cocoa in the place of 
chocolate. Those most experi- 
enced in making such compari- 
sons say that from three to four 
tablespoons of cocoa should be 
used in place of one ounce of bak- 
ing chocolate. A little more fat 
is required when cocoa is used be- 
eause the fat content of chocolate 
is higher than that of cocoa. 


Cocoa Cookies. 


One and two-thirds cups flour, 
two teaspoons baking powder, one- 
fourth teaspoon soda, three- 
fourths teaspoon salt, one-half cup 
shortening, one cup brown sugar, 
one-half cup cocoa, two eggs, beat- 
en, one-half cup sweet milk, one 
teaspoon vanilla, one-half cup nut- 
meats, one-half cup raisins. 

Sift flour, measure, resift with 
baking powder, soda and salt. 
Cream shortening; add sugar and 
cocoa and beat hard, Add eggs 
and blend. Add sifted dry ingredi- 
ents alternately with the milk, 
starting and ending with flour 
mixture. Beat well after each ad- 
dition. Add vanilla, nutmeats and 
raisins. Drop by spoonfuls on an 
oiled cookie sheet. Bake in a 375 
degree F. oven for 12 to 15 min- 
utes. Cover with plain powdered 
sugar icing or a chocolate icing if 
desired.

Right Diet 
ls Certain 
To Reduce

PAUSE to recommend to the 
| overweights among my readers 

the Lenten diets I have been 
publishing. If you began in mid- 
Lent and followed them faithfuily, 
and if you were as much as 20 to 
30 per cent overweight you will 
be 10 to 15 pounds thinner by 
Easter. 

The diets have been very care- 
fully designed by an expert to con- 
form to war time rationing and 
points. One advantage of the 
diets is that you will save ration 
stamps on them. They are ar- 
ranged so that leftovers are made 
up: from the. principal meat or 
food of the day before. If you 
under eat on this your family 
may over eat because there will 
be more family ration. points. 

They are also arranged so that 
the vitamin and mineral content 
is up to par. The protein is ade- 
quate though low. The caloric 
value of a day’s food intake in 
this diet is quite low and prac- 
tically guarantees weight loss. Al- 
most any adult, no matter how 
small, requires 1500 calories daily: 
a diet restricted to 1000 calories 
will make him lose weight. The 
Lenten diets here presented con- 
tain 450 to 500 calories daily.

THIS FOLLOWS the formula 
of Newburgh, of Ann Arbor, who 
finds that obese persons can sub- 
gist on 450 calories a day and are 
in nitrogen balance if the diet con- 
tains 60 grams of protein a day. 
If they diet and keep on working 
they need more carbohydrate than 
Newburgh gives his hospital pa- 
tients, which is 32 grams, and I 
am assuming my Lenten dieters 
will continue activity so the car- 
bohydrate content of my Lenten 
diets is above 32 grams. This 
maintains the acid base balance. 

The cause of overweight is still 
more or less a matter of debate. 
The fatty, the grossly overweight 
person, protests he does not eat 
any more than his thin or normal- 
weighted brother. But if he is 
right and there is something dif- 
ferent in his bodily mechanism, 
the experts and researchers 
haven't found it. One might think 
the processes and fires of life 
went on at a lower level, but the 
basal metabolism, which is the in- 
dex of these fires, is the same for 
the obese person as for the nor- 
mal, Or if there is any difference, 
the obese person is likely to pro- 
duce a little more heat. 

xk * * 

THE GLANDS — those ductless 
glands — so often incriminated 
are very seldom the cause. Losing 
weight the thyroid or pituitary 
way is very unsatisfactory. 

There is as a background for 
any case of obesity, probably a 
steady long continued slight in- 
crease of food intake and a slight 
decrease of activity. “The stout 
man may be somewhat different 
from others,” says Alvarez, of the 
Mayo Clinic, “in that when he is 
tired he wants plenty of food; the 
thin type of person when tired 
often can’t eat much.” 

Reducing is indicated for much 
more than mere convenience in 
getting around easier, or vanity 
or having the clothes fit, The 
death rate among overweights is 
proportionately higher at different 
ages almost exactly at the propor- 
tion of overweight. In other words 
ate 40, people 40 per cent over- 
weight have a 40 per cent higher 
death rate; at 50, those 50 per cent 
overweight have a 50 per cent 
higher death rate, and so on,

“Well, how are 
they doing?” I ask. Quietly, their 
pride slips away. They admit the 
seedlings are rather skinny and 
rather pale. I hope there is no 
trace of “I told you so” in my 
voice when I suggest that now is 


the time for indoor plantings—or . 


replantings. : 

According to the calendar we 
could have started sooner. But 
oldtimers get their “go” signal 
from the weather. Sun-starved 
plants, whether they are growing 
in or out of doors are tall, skinny, 
unhealthy critters. It is better to 
start over afid replant, than to try 
to nurse weaklings back to health. 
Spring is here now; sunny days 
are with us! It’s the right time to 
start planting! 

What does it take to start to- 
matoes, eggplant, peppers and 
some of the cabbages and cabbage 
family like broccoli, cauliflower, 
etc., indoors? Well, yesterday aft- 
er I finished the marketing, I 
went out in back of the grocery 


store. Two fine wood cheese boxes, . 


a grand “flat” that had held avo- 
cados and, another that held rs 
were piled up back there. at 
more could any gardener ask?

H sunny windowsills where I've 
planned to grow the plants. 
Because the indoor plantings are 
behind schedule on the calendar, I 
am going i? move the boxes morn- 
ing and &fternoon to give the 
plants all the sunHght possible, for 
sturdy, quick growth. 

You can use shallow wood 
boxes, old flower pots, pans—any 
container that is low and easy to 
handle, for indoor growing. The 
boxes I picked up at the store 
were a bit large. A few minutes 
work with hammer and saw get- 
tled that, I banged them into the 
size [ wanted with the original 
nails, 

Drainage keeps the indoor seed 
beds from staying too wet and 
turning sour. What could be 
simpler? Holes in the bottom of 
the containers or spacing between 
the bottom slats, are the first 
“must”, Then fill in the first layer 
with broken bits of flower pots, 
coarse gravel or small stones, I 
scoop up a bit of the driveway 
for the drainage layers—there’s 
always something around the gar- 
den that will do the work.

Soil that will give the seedlings 
enough to eat, and invite them 
to spread out their roots and 
grow well, is concocted of a 3- 
way mix. A few shovelfuls of the 
very best soil your garden offers, 
or a small bag of good soil from 
a florist, makes one-third of the 
recipe, You will also want one- 
third of sand and one-third of 
peat moss. Stir them up together 
and then sift them into the plant 
“flats” through an old wide-mesh 
sieve or a piece of coarse screen- 
ing. 

If you don’t firm the soil around 
the -edges and especially in the 
corners, there will be ridges and 
valleys with a small-scale erosion 
problem, Don't be too rough, but 
you can bang the “flat,” tap the 
sides, and give it a few quick 
shakes, The bottom of a glass or 
any flat surface will do for top 
tamping. I start by filling the

Watering from the bottom is the 
way to be sure that the seed bed 
is moist all the way through 
without being too wet. With small 
“flats"or containers, it is easy to 
set them in the sink or a large 
pan and let the water soak up 
through the bottom. When the soil 
shows damp on top, lift out the 
“flat” and let the excess drain 
off for an hour or so. Now we're 
ready to plant! 

Disinfecting the seed takes but 
a few minutes and costs but a few 
cents, It is one of those up-to-date 
“ounces of prevention.” You won’t 
have to worry about “dampening 
off” and seed decay. On a big 
scale, the growers go in for spe- 
cai] seed treatments with copper

oxides or zinc, etc., but for us the 
one-kind-for-all treatmeut is sim- 
ple and effective. All of the seed 
stores have small packets of seed 
disinfectant, Follow the direc- 
tiong on the package, 

king the rows with date, 
name and variety will give you 
the records you want for your 
garden notebook. Straight rows 
properly spaced are a help later 
when you do the transplanting, so 
get out your ruler and have your 
wood markers ready. Two inches 
between the rows is right for most 
vegetables. It is hard to plant 
them shallow enough, so try this: 
With a pencil point or ice pick 
scratch the seed furrow just so 
you can see it, straight between 
the two markers.

Too much 
watering is one of the commonest 
causes of failure with indoor 
plantings. Bottom watering every 
few days is the best; let the “flats” 
soak up water until you notice 
that the surface looks moist but 
not wet.

Now, whether or not 
West covered made no difference, 
because the blank 10 was being 
smothered. Four hearts, bid and 
made. 

East should not have been so de- 
termined to prevent a ruff and dis- 
card on deciarer’s part. What 
good could it possibly do South to 
discard from either hand, since he 
obviously had solid spades and 
clubs? If East had correctly led 
a third diamond immediately, 
South would have had to ruff in 
his own hand, or shorten dummy’s 
trumps fatally. Then, when Hast 
got in with the heart queen, 4 
fourth diamond lead would have 
been a “killer.” If South ruffed 
with the seven, West could play 
the eight to force the ace; if 
South ruffed with the nine or 
jack, West could discard, retain- 
ing a tenace over South,
